Nevertheless, the world finds itself 
ia the greatest war in history. 

N'citlier side has been able to win 
on account of the part the ailplune 
has played. Both sides know ex- 
a<'tly wlial the ullicr i^ dniiiir. The 
two Mdes are apparently nearly 
equal in aerial equipment, and un- 
less present conditions can be 
changed the war will continue for 
years. 

"However, if the allie-' armies are 
equipped with su<-h a number of air- 
planes as to keep tiie enemy planes 
entirely back of the line, ao that 
they are unable to direct irunflre or 
to observe the movement of the al- 
lied troops— in othei; words, if the 
enemy's eyes can be pat out — it will 
be possible to end the war. This is 
not taking into aeconnt what mi^t 
be done by bombing German sources 
of munition supplies, such as Essen, 
which is only about miles be- 
hind the fighting lines. Rut to end 
the war quickly and cheaply, the 
supremacy in the air must be so 
complete aa to entirely blind the 
enemy. 

"The program laid down by the 
aircraft prodvctioa board, if ear- 
ried out, will obtain this result. The 
bivsiness organisation and manufac- 
turing equipment of onr country of- 
fer the faeilities for carrying out 
this program, and I believe that by 
no other method can the war be 
ended with so Kttlo loaa of life aad 
proporty."

Letter From Br. F- A. Ha ll, M. B., B. C. 

Dear Sir: , 

Your roqupst for a comparison of my experience In the practice of medlcin* with that 
of Chiropractic, i.s received.

Nowadasrs the medical ^practitioner can carry pretty neaHy the contents of an "apotheca 
in his medicine case, becau.se such firms as Eli Lelly & To., Park Davis & Co. and John Wey- 
eth, chemists (not medical doctors) compose and maiie up prescriptions for physicians into 
tablets and pellets and the up-to-date doctor uses them in his practice. 

I cannot see where the "greater medical education" of today really has anything over 
the education of us "old timers" ; only that the new way of dosing does not wear out gray 
matter of the physician so fast or is so nauseous to his patients.
